Storm drains 


in Upland 


When heavy rains’ beat down upon 
the West End last winter, Upland’s 


need for storm drains was as ob-- 


vious as the rivers and lakes collec- 
ting on many of its streets. 


A year later, drivers in the city 
are still largely dependent on dry 
weather to ensure passable roads, 
and Upland faces a long-term, $14 
million dilemma. 


City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
recently characterized Upland as 
being in ‘‘bad shape” over storm 
drains. Key aspects of the city’s 
problems, he added, are a ‘‘heck of a 
lot of water’ and ‘‘no immediate 
means of funding.” 


Blanchard noted Upland was 
scheduled for a $3-4 million im- 
provement project this fiscal year, 
featuring a major interceptor along 
Ninth Street. 


Upland was in line for the project 
through the San Bernardino County 
Flood Control District. Reduced 
property taxes through passage of 
Proposition 13 has left the project in 
limbo, Blanchard said. 

With limited funds, the county is 
concentrating on maintaining ex- 
isting systems rather than building 
new storm drains, Blanchard ex- 
plained. 

So far the city has not found a fun- 
ding source to replace the flood 
control district, he added. 
Blanchard estimated Upland’s total 
need ior storm drains at about $14 
million, a figure that will increase 
with inflation. 


The city engineer indicated he has 
not given up hope state or federal 
funds might eventually become 
available for storm drain projects, 
and he noted hearings in January 
and February will give a clearer 
picture of what the county intends to 
do. 


However, he conceded the current 
forecast for funds ‘‘doesn’t look 
glowing.” 


Upland will take in an estimated 
$25,000 this fiscal year through the 
storm drain portion of the city’s 
growth-management fees that went 
into effect this May. 


That figure is based on a charge 
per new development — $25 per lot 
for single-family homes — ard will 
escalate with time as growth- 
management fees for street and 
traffic facilities development and 
Sanitary sewer development 
decrease. 


Blanchard said that eventually the 
storm drain fee will bring in $2-4 
million and Upland can keep up with 
some inflation by investing these 
funds. . 


However, he pointed out that 
three-fourths of the city is already 
developed and the storm drain fee 
on new development is a limited 
source of revenue. 

In contrast, Blanchard added, 
Rancho Cucamonga’s storm drain 
needs are greater than Upland’s, but 
the new city has more potential’ of 
raising money through new develop- 
ment. 


Upland trustees approve 


multipurpose room bid 


The Upland school board has ap- 
proved the low bid of just under 
$163,000 to rebuild the multipurpose 
room destroyed in a July fire at 
Sierra Vista Elementary School. 


The contract for $162,950 was 
awarded to Deb Enterprises Inc. of 
Downey. 


Superintendent George Renworth 
said the new multipurpose room is 
expected to be completed in six 
months. He added that total costs 
for the building will be about 
$195,000 once inspection fees, 
architectural fees and other costs 
are included. 


Total damage in the July fire — 
believed to have been arson — is

He noted the district has been 
gradually replacing tables, chairs, 
audio-visual equipment and books 
that were destroyed in the fire. 


The multipurpose room was being 
used to store the school’s library 
books and doubled as a cafeteria, he 
said. 


No suspects have been 
apprehended in the arson case.

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Suit challenges 
Lakewood drug 
item display law 


In what may be a precursor of 
legal action against the city of 
Upland, a suit has been filed for a 
preliminary injunction against en- 
forcement of a Lakewood ordinance 
restricting sale and display of drug 
paraphernalia. 

Howard Rosoff, a Los Angeles 
attorney, filed the suit on behalf of 
Glasshead Inc., a Los Angeles 
manufacturer of marijuana-related 
devices with national distribution. 

Lakewood became the first city in 
California to adopt an ordinance 
restricting the sale and display of 
drug paraphernalia at businesses 
open to minors. The ordinance went 
into effect in late November and 
record stores that were the target of 
the ordinance complied by ridding 
their shelves of the devices. 

Upland became the second city in 
the state to adopt such an ordinance 
and its amendment to the city code 
goes into effect Jan. 17. 

Rosoff said this morning he does 
not know when suit might be 
brought on behalf of Glasshead 
against the city of Upland, but he 
added he hoped the city might 
voluntarily delay enforcement while 
the Lakewood suit is pending. 

A hearing will be held Jan. 4 at 
Los Angeles County Superior Court 
in Norwalk on Glasshead’s request 
for a preliminary injunction against 
the Lakewood ordinance. 

The ordinances of the two cities 
are almost identical. 

Both declare sale and display of 
narcotic paraphernalia a public 
nuisance in any business where 
minors not accompanied by a parent 
or legal guardian are admitted. 

The ordinances require separate 
rooms or enclosures for the display 
of drug paraphernalia — water 
pipes, roach clips and other 
marijuana accessories — at 
businesses where minors are 
admitted 

The Lakewood ordinance includes 
cigarette papers and roller among 
the paraphernalia, but Upland’s 
does not. 

Glasshead’s suit contends the 
Lakewood ordinance results in city 
businesses not purchasing devices 
from the Los Angeles firm. 

No damage amount is specified, 
but the suit says ‘‘drastic losses of 
sales’’ are accruing daily. 

A key issue in the suit will be 
whether state law pre-empts the 
field for laws relating to drug 
paraphernalia through the 
controlled substances act. 

John Todd, city attorney for 
Lakewood, has said he believes the 
ordinance is withing the city’s 
power of police protection. 

Rosoff has said other grounds for 
challenging the Lakewood and 
Upland ordinances are: vagueness, 
violation of due process, disruption 
of ongoing contracts, violation of 
equal protection (enforcement 
against some devices, not others) 
and violation of free speech in the 
First Amendment.

Upland trash fee hike request delayed again

A request by the refuse company serving Upland for 30 
percent more revenue has been delayed again atter 
becoming entangled with complaints over poor service 
and a councilman’s request for further information about 
the firm’s finances. aa ee ; 

Somewhat frustrated in thé third public hearing on the 
request by C.V. Disposal Service, the Upland City 
Council scheduled a public meeting for Jan. 8 to hear how 
the firm plans to improve service. 

Four persons registered strong complaints to the 
council over the quality of the firm’s service in Upland. 
One resident brought a dented metal trash can to the 
meeting as proof that his confainers have been roughly 
handled. 

Councilman Bill Bottin continued to press Al Simonian, 
general manager of C.V. Disposal, and city staff 
members for more precise information on the refuse 
company’s expenses in Upland. 

Other council members wondered aloud what would 
happen to the refuse service if rates were not increased. 

And Mayor George Gibson gaveled Bottin as ‘‘out of 
order” in one sharp exchange when the mayor said 
Bottin was interrupting him. 

Bottin suggested the prospects of poorer service if rate 
increases are not granted resembled ‘‘blackmail.”’ 

“In other words, if we don’t give them an increase we 
get sloppy service. I believe that’s what you said,"’ the 
councilman told Gibson. 


don’t consider that as any threat or blackmail. I think it’s 
the facts of life and you ought to wake up to them.” 

Bottin noted much of the discussion Monday night 
occurred because of his request for audited statements 
from the firm and its parent company, Western Refuse 
Hauling. 

But until Dec. 4, the audited statements were not 
formally requested by the full council 

Simonian has presented the council with an audited 
financial statement for the parent firm’s operations last 
fiscal year, but he told the council that breaking out the 
Upland operations from the statement would delay the 
hearing further and be costly 

Simonian has said the delay could be two months, and 
Mike Matlock, assistant city manager for public 
services, said Monday the cost was estimated at $4,500- 
$5,000 

Simonian said the firm needs higher rates to get 
approval for bank loans to buy $250,000 worth of 
equipment immediately and another $250,000 in two or 
three years. 

Bottin and several residents questioned Simonian’s 
reasons — Upland’s slope of the land and high 
temperatures — for early equipment breakdowns. 

They suggested C.V. Disposal needs better drivers. 

Upland’s city staff has recommended the firm receive 
the 30 percent more revenue requested and outlined 
proposed rate increases ranging from 11 percent to more 
than 40 percent in a new adiusted schedule of charges. 


Police officer, volunteer coach 
receive yearly citizenship award 


The Upland-Foothill Kiwanis Club 
has presented its second annual 
citizenship awards to an Upland 
policeman and a volunteer football 
coach at Upland High School. 

At a club luncheon recently, Of- 
ficer Kevin Cushman and Thomas 
McKenney of Walnut received the 
awards for their part in preventing a 
high-speed chase and automobile 
fire that followed from turning into 
a major tragedy July 25. 

Club president Gordon Sutton and 
Edward Nauta, chairman of the 
Kiwanis citizenship award 
committee, made the presentations. 

Capt. Gary Hart of the Upland 
Police Department told the 
luncheon audience of the events 
beginning 8 p.m. July 25. 

Cushman was on patrol heading 
east on 19th Street at San Antonio 
Avenue when he noticed a car 
parked on the north side of 19th. 


Hart noted the area is a prime 
target for residential burglaries and 
said Cushman made a U-turn when 
he saw a-man sitting on the 
passenger side of the front seat of 
the car.

When he shined his spotlight on 
the vehicle, Cushman saw the man 
Slide behind the steering wheel, 
Hart said. The man started the car 
and drove away. 

Cushman pursued the man who 
headed west on 19th Street and then 
turned south onto San Antonio 
Avenue. The man failed to stop 
when the officer turned on his 
emergency red light and speeded up 
when Cushman switched on his 
siren. 

Hart noted Cushman followed 
department procedure by calling the 
police dispatcher and notifying the 
force he was following a vehicle 
traveling 75-80 mph on residential 
streets. 

The man drove through stop signs 
at 18th, 17th and 16th streets, nearly 
hitting another car at the 
intersection of San Antonio and 16th. 
The pursued auto was being driven 
with its headlights off, adding to the 
danger of the high speed. 

Hart said Cushman advised the 
dispatcher he was ending his pursuit 
due to the hazard to other motorists. 

Hart added, ‘‘The judgment which 


Officer Cushman demonstrated was 
- 


in keeping with the highest tradition 
of the Upland Police Department.” 

The other vehicle continued south 
on San Antonio until it collided with 
another car, which burst into 
flames, just south of Foothill 
Boulevard. 

McKinney — an administrative 
assistant with Golden State Mutual 
Insurance as well as a volunteer 
football coach -- was coaching at 
Upland High School when the crash 
occurred. 


Hart said McKinney climbed an 8- 
foot-high chain link fence and ran to 
the burning car. 

“Tom, with complete disregard 
for his own life, pulled a. young 
female driver from the vehicle. 
After carrying her to safety, he 
returned to the burning automobile 
and assisted removing a young 
female passenger,” Hart said. 


He added that because McKinney, 
“had the presence of mind and 
willingness to jeopardize his own 
life, two young girls are alive today, 
Moments after the second girl was 
removed, the car was totally 
involved in flames.”’

‘Teens recall when $40 bought five bags of food

Soft drinks (regular) $416 million. (diet) $281 
million 
- Bacon $687 million; sausages $534 million 
— Hot dogs $613 million: canned tuna $413 million

With money like that to spend. industry is taking a 
close look at what teen-agers think of their products 
In an interview before their panel appearance, four of 
the teens talked about how they and their contem- 
poraries cope with shopping, nutrition and other food 
topics. Their comments suggeste an awareness of smart 
consumer habits which goes beyond what they've learn- 
ed from their mothers

In its conclusions the 
Morrison committee said:

Finally the committee 
warns that ‘‘not only is the 
technology for discovering 
SETI already at hand, but 
every passing year will see 
the radio frequency in- 
terference problem grow 
worse while only modest 
improvements in 
technology can occur 
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Inflation has them worried about prices perhaps more 
than teens of a few years ago. They care about nutrition. 
and want fewer additives in their food, even though they 
eat a lot of ‘‘junk’’ food. They read labels and want more 
information on them. 

Since they already wield a huge economic clout in the 
food marketplace, and are the big spenders of tomorrow. 
their opinions will be translated into new food products. 
and marketing techniques in the future, Eby said. 

If industry policymakers were listening to the teens. 
they got an earful. . 

‘(The grocery industry) is taking the first step by ask- 
ing our opinion,’’ said Beth Maloney, 17. of Elmhurst. 
Ill.. a Chicago suburb. 

“A lot of the time, we’re ignored because we're not 
adults. I think they should ask little kids about their ideas 
too 

All have been doing varying amounts of the family 
grocery shopping since they got driver’s licenses. said 
Laurie Bradfor, 17, of Atlanta. 

‘All our mothers work,” she said. 

They share a common complaint — that food prices 
are too high. 

“Our family spends $100 a week on food.”’ said Dianne 
Gorman, 17, of Braintree, Mass., a Boston suburb. 

‘| think prices are just too high,”’ Bradfor said. ‘They 
(industry spokesmen) tell me they don’t make profit on 
food items, just on non-food things like paper. I think 
they'd have to (make a profit on food).”’ 

The girls are price - conscious shoppers 

“In Houston, we have one grocery store with no-name 
groceries,’ Brown said. (The no-name products are 
packaged without brand-name labels, usually are a lower 
- grade product and cost less.) 

They're becoming quite popular.’’ The green beans 
are only 20 cents, Brown said, and ‘‘they taste the 
same’ as (a brand) which costs 59 cents. 

Nutrition, and clear labeling on groceries was impor- 
tant to all the girls, but paradoxically, they admitted to 
eating a large number of ‘“‘junk’’ foods. 

‘lll starve myself, maybe just eat an apple all day. 
then eat a lot of junk food at night,” Maloney said. “I 
know it’s stupid but when you're in a hurry. .. 

‘My mom buys Cheetos and Doritos. | tell her if she 
wouldn’t buy it, I wouldn't eat it."’ 

“I don’t eat snacks; that’s empty stuff,’’ Gorman said. 


“We're concerned about what's in our food and it 
bothers us, but time is the big problen,’’ Maloney added. 
The teens have such access to junk food, and flexibility 
about what they eat, because their families don’t have 


itional sit-down meals. 
raqyith school, jobs and homework, it’s become an 


event to sit down together,” Gorman said. “It’s peaceful 
when it happens.” 

While they succumb to chips, cookies, candies, soft 
drinks and other snacks, the girls do read labels. 

“There are 260 calories in fruit yogurt (the 8-ounce 
cups,”’ Forman said, addinmg that many dieters don’t 
realize the calorie content when they spoon down a car- 
ton of yogurt for lunch. ‘‘I buy plain and add fruit to it 
myself.”

When she was in the fourth grade, 
Michelle Burns would sit in class 
and daydream about discovering 
her long-absent mother searching 
the school’s classrooms for the 
daughter that had been taken from 
her years before. 

The dream became so strong, 
said Michelle, now a Chaffey High 
School junior, that ‘‘One day I got up 
enough nerve to walk out and see if 
she was there.”’

The dream came true Thursday

The long-awaited reunion was 
a joyful, although tearful, meeting. 

“We hugged and cried,”’ said 
Michelle, who had no trouble 
remembering her first words to her 
mother — ‘‘I love you mommy.” 

“Are you serious?’’ replied Mrs. 
Lovern when asked if she 
remembered her first words to the 
daughter she had not seen for so 
long. ‘‘I don’t even remember the 
ride home from the airport.”’ 

But Michelle remembers those 
first words well. 

“She looked at me and said ‘my 
little, sweet Shelly; and looked at 
Richard and said my little 
Richard.’ 

The reunited family is spending 
its few days together with the Henry 
Hallmark family in Ontario, where 
Michelle has been living. Mrs.

‘“‘T remember the last 
time I saw her,” said Michelle. ‘‘I 
had a brown purse and a Mrs. Beas- 
ly doll...” 

“It’s still up there,”’ interjected 
Michelle’s mother, who said she not 
only kept the mementos but lit 
candles and prayed often for the 
reunion. 

The family was split when Mrs.

“| had visiting rights but I never 
knew where they were,’ said Mrs.

She told him they were just a 
bunch of papers and threw them in a 
trash fire so he would not know what 
they were. 

“Tl was so afraid (he would dis- 
cover what she had been doing)...1 
just threw them in the fire.” she 
said. : 
But Michelle's determination to 
meet her mother prevailed and 
through the aunt in Kansas City. 
Mrs. Lovern was contacted. 

When she learned her daughter 
wanted to talk to her. ‘I was so 
weak and flabbergasted.’ said Mrs 
Lovern. ‘‘I didn’t know what I was 
going to say.” 

‘She (the aunt) said to just say 
hello, so I did.” 

And the conversation led to the 
plane flight from Kansas City to On- 
tario.

Within 
two months, all of Edison’s residen- 
tial customers and most commer- 
cial customers on monthly and 
bimonthly schedules will have 
received a bill in the new form. 


He said the goal was to encourage 
customers to reduce overall use of 
electricity and help keep: their

County supervisors have 
agreed to seek more federal money 
for an experimental project that 
would convert waste into energy for 
industrial use in the West End 

The fuel could be supplied to the 
Kaiser Steel Corp. plant in Fontana 
or the Southern California Edison 
Co. generating station in Etiwanda 

The supervisors agreed to sponsor 
an application for $360,000 from the 


U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency. The agency has made $15 
million available to local 


governments for projects to convert 
waste into energy 


The additional money would 
continue the work of Kaiser 
Engineers, which is studying 
whether decaving refuse and dairy 
waste can be converted into 
methane gas to supply industrial 
needs 

Last month. Kaiser Engineers 


was awarded $343,000 by the U.S 
Department of Energy to begin the 
study 

The grant trom EPA would also 
allow Kaiser Engineers to begin 
identifying the environmental 
impacts of a waste-to-energy 
conversion project. That work 
would start next vear 


Waste would come from dairies 
south of Ontario and and in western 
Riverside County. near Corona 
Decaying refuse would come from 
the West End. eastern Los Angeles 


County and western Riverside 
County 
Stephen C. Brown, marketing 


manager of advanced technology for 
Kaiser Engineers, said the study 
must determine whether the waste- 
to-energy conversion project is 
technically possible and 
economically feasible 

The waste would be chemically 
changed by heat into methane gas. 
which could be tapped when regular 
sources of natural gas are not 
available to Kaiser Steel or 
Southern California Edison 

Of the potential sources of waste 
that could be made available for 
conversion, ‘there may be more out 
there than we envision,” Brown 
said 

Why did the supervisors agree to 
sponsor the application? 

“It is primarily our problem 
because we're running out of places 
to put refuse.’ Supervisor Dennis L 
Hansberger of Yucaipa said 

If suitable sites can be found, 
Hansberger added. they will cost 
more than they ever have before 
“Hopefully, we will save everyone 


some money.” he said 

Hansberger didn’t mention it 
specifically, but one example is the 
county-operated refuse disposal site 
in Ontario. which serves most of the 
West End 

The 100-acre site near Milliken 
Avenue is expected to be filled by 
1980. County supervisors set aside 
nearly $1 million in this year's 
budget to purchase another 90 acres 
which would extend the site's 
usefulness to the year 2000. 

The conversion of dairy waste into 
energy would solve another West 
End problem. Dairy waste has been 
identified by the Southern California 
Association of Governments as a 
major contributor to water pollution 
at the lower end of the Chino Basin 

The grant must be matched with 
$90,000 in local money. San 
Bernardino County, Kaiser Steel 
and Southern California Edison have 
each agreed to put up one-third of 
the total 

The county's portion will come in 
the form of services provided by the 
refuse disposal division of the 
county Public Works Agency 

Kaiser Engineers was part of 
Kaiser Industries until last year. 
when it became part of Raymond 
International Co. Kaiser Steel is still 
part of the parent company

Freshmen won't 
have to take 


new sciences 


Because of financial uncertainty. 
Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District's current freshmen won't 
have to take proposed new science 
and life skills classes to graduate 

But an increase in the number of 
class hours required for graduation 
continues to be effective starting 
with the present sophomore class 

The school board Monday night 
agreed to postpone hiring of 
teachers and purchasing of 
materials needed to add the two new 
courses. 

But it declined to make the 
graduation units increase effective 
Starting with the present freshman 
class instead of the present 
sophomore class 

If sufficient funds turn out to be 
available despite Proposition 13, the 
two new courses will be required of 
freshmen who enter district high 
schools next fall. 

The two new courses are one 
period of science five days a week 
for an additional semester and the 
Same amount of instrucion in life 
skills. Two semesters five days a 
week in science are already re- 
quired. 

There are no current graduation 
requirements in life skills, which in- 


clude self awareness, social 
relationships, career exploration, 
consumer skills and personal 


economic skills 

Board members took no action on 
an administration recommendation 
to make the graduation units in- 
crease effective starting with the 
present freshmen instead of the pre- 
sent sophomores 

Board member Charles Uhalley 


said. ‘I’m reluctant to reduce 
graduation requirements at this 
time.”

O-M teacher’s morale low 
due to contract talks lag 


The vice president of a 
national teachers associa- 
tion has charged that the 
Ontario-Montclair School 
District board of trustees 
has done nothing to offset 
the low morale affecting 
teachers in the district be- 
cause of the impasse in con- 
tract negotiations. 

In order to support its 
push for renewed bargain- 
ing, the Ontario Montclair 
Teachers Association _ in- 
vited the vice president of 
its parent organization, the 
California Teachers Associ- 
ation, to speak to the board 
of ithe Ontario-Montclair 
School District recently. 

The association and the 
district had been negotiat- 
ing anew contract for about 
nine months before both 
sides declared impasse in 
November. A mediator 
from the state is being sent 
sometime in Janurary to 
meet with both sides in an 
effort to resume negotia- 
tions. 

Marilyn Bittle, CTA vice 
president, told the board 
that she has seen the low 
morale of teachers in the 
district and urged the board

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binding arbitration, an on- 
school administrator at all 
times, and an_ increased 
fringe benefits package. 
Noting findings in a re- 


cent report on teachers 
completed ‘and filed by the 
district, Ms. Bittle said, 


“Out of 616 teachers who 
completed the survey, 152 
noted they are in anniver- 
sary classifications, which 
means that 1 out of every 5 
teachers has been teaching 
children in Ontario and 
Montclair for 15 years or 
more. 

“In fact, exactly half of 
the 616 reported that they 
have been teaching boys 
and girls here for 10 years 
or more.’ 

These findings indicated 
that the lives of teachers 
“are deeply rooted in the 
community and that their 
dedication to the schools 
and children here is impres- 
sive,”’ Ms. Bittle said. 

“They are not people for 
whom schools and children 
represent a hobby or a step: 
ping stone on the way tc 
something else,’ Ms. Bittle 
said. 

She also noted that teach- 
er negotiators are teachers

themselves, in touch with 
teacher demands, and not 
paid professionals using 
some kind of sharp game- 
manship.”’ 

Ms. Bittle did not men- 
tion, however, the fact that 
both the association and the 
district employ professional 
consultants and lawyers 
who advise negotiating tea- 
ms during bargaining ses- 
sions. 

The concept of binding 
arbitration, the teachers’ 
top priority, was also ad- 
dressed by Ms. Bittle, who 
said, ‘it is common bu- 
reaucratic practice to op- 
pose this and to seek to 
influence elected officials 
to resist it.” 

Regarding the impasse in 
negotiations, Ms. Bittle 
said, ‘It is in your (board 
members) hands whether 
agreement comes soon, or 
if this sad situation rapidly 
worsens." 

Apparently upset, Trus- 
tee Sam DiGiovanni noted 
that the board members

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1978 Southland air 


quality worst in a decade

Winter winds have dispersed Southern California’s 
polluted air. But they can’t sweep away all of this year’s 
heavy smog. 

Readings show that air quality in Southern California 
during 1978 — particularly in the West End of San Ber- 
nardino County — was the worst it has been in a decade. 

An official of Southern California’s smog control agen- 
cy blamed the poor air quality on unusually severe 
meteorological conditions favorable to the formation of 
smog. 

The readings issued by the South Coast Air Quality 
Management District show that Fontana has been 
classified as the region’s smoggiest city for the third 
straight year. 

With three weeks to go this year, 98 first- -stage smog 
alerts have been called to date at the air quality monitor- 
ing station in Fontana. That equals the number called 
during all of 1977. In 1976, alerts were called for 69 days. 

District officials have said Fontana’s location in the 
South Coast air basin is primarily responsible for that 
city’s poor air quality. 

Fontana sits in the middle of a mini-basin ringed by 
Kellogg Hill on the west, the San Bernardino Mountains 
on the east, the San Gabriel Mountains on the north and 
the Jurupa Hills on the south. 

The Kaiser Steel plant, the largest fixed source of air 
pollution in Southern California, lies just west of Fon- 
tana’s city limits. But district officials say the city’s 
location has more to do with frequent smog alerts than 
the plant's presence. 

Of the four other monitoring stations in the San Ber- 

nardino County portion of the South Coast air basin, the 
number of first-stage smog alerts called this year has 
been greater than or equal to those called last year 

However. the station in Upland was an exception

As a cost-saving measure, the district closed air quali- 
ty monitoring stations in Chino and Redlands earlier this 
year. The area covered by the station in Chino also in- 
cluded Ontario. 

The same smog patterns prevailed in eastern Los 
Angeles County and western Riverside County, which 
border the West End. In fact, more first-stage smog 
alerts have been called to date this year in the San 
Gabriel Valley than in parts of the West End. 

But 13 second - stage smog alerts were called for San 
Bernardino County this year. Several of those alerts 
triggered mandatory measures for control of air pollu- 
tion throughout the four - county region, including a par- 
tial shutdown of industrial operations. 

A first-stage smog alert is also known as a ‘‘health ad- 
visory.”’ It is called when the level of ozone in the air 
reaches .20 parts per million (ppm) for at least one hour. 

The state air quality standard is .10 ppm. The federal 
air quality standard is .08 ppm, although the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency is considering a change 
to the California standard. 

A second-stage alert is called when the ozone level 
reaches .35 ppm. 


The photochemical smog common in Southern Califor- 
nia is usually expressed in terms of ozone. It is created 
when hydrocarbons and oxides of nitrogen react 
chemically with sunlight. 

One first-stage smog alert was called in Victorville 
this year, the second ever in that desert city’s history.

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Stations of the Cross 


created by local sculptor

The Stations of the Cross, being installed in the new St. 
Anthony’s Catholic Church in Upland, are the creative 
work of an area sculptor. 

Betty Davenport Ford, known in the West End for hav- 
ing sculpted the Chaffey High School tiger, has created 
the 14 Stations of the Cross in terra cotta (a hard clay ) 
which she is placing in the supports of the church's palaz- 
ZO. 

Stations of the Cross signify a series of pictures or 
tableaux representing certain scenes in the Passion of 
Christ with each corresponding to a particular incident 
or special form of devotion. 

Coming into general use by Roman Catholics in the 
17th Century, the stations represent the following: 1- 
Christ condemned; 2 - the cross is laid upon Him; 3 - His 
first fall; 4 - He meets His blessed Mother: 5 - Simon of 
Cyrene is made to bear the cross; 6 - Christ’s face is 
wiped by Veronica; 7 - His second fall: 8 - He meets the 
women of Jerusalem; 9- His third fall; 10 - He is stripped 
of His garments; 11 - His crucifixion; 12 - His death on 
the cross; 13 - His body is taken down from the cross: 
and 14 - He is laid in the tomb. 

Mrs. Ford was commissioned to design and make the 
Stations about a year ago. “I worked closely with the 
donors and Father Peter Brennan (pastor of the church) 
on the designs until we reached an agreement,” Mrs. 
Ford said. 


The Stations of the Cross at St. Anthony’s are unique as 
each depicts only heads, and some only hands, rather 
than the traditional full figures. 

For each station, the head or hand and background are 
of rust color, typical of terra cotta, with accents in gray. 
The figures are ‘‘stylized and simple,’’ the sculptor said, 
and the gray accents are in the drape of a garment or the 
cross. 

The terra cotta color blends with the colors of the 
church from the tile roofing to the pews. 

“I wanted my design of the stations to be different and 
the result is free form mounted sculpture,’ Mrs. Ford 
said. After making designs for six months, she started 
the actual forming of the clay last spring. ‘It involved a 
great deal of mathematics,’’ the sculptor said, ‘‘since 
there is a 10 percent shrinkage in the firing.”’ 

“It has been thrilling to have done religious sculp- 
ture,’’ Mrs. Ford said. She pointed out that the first sta- 
tion, Christ condemned, has the hand of Pontius Pilate, 
pointing, and the last station, she has again used hands as 
they close the tomb. 

The sculptor has seven stations to be installed, and 
seven to be fired. Mrs. Ford also is working on statues of 
Jesus, Mary and Joseph which will grace the church’s 
altar. ‘‘The figures represent the time Jesus went back 
to the temple and Mary and Joseph are asking Jesus to 
come home with them,” she said. 

“I have put my spirit and soul into all these works,”’ 
Mrs. Ford said. ‘It has been a most stimulating and in- 
Spirational experience.” 

Betty Davenport Ford is reknowned throughout the 
West for her art works. She particularly likes to sculpt 
animals, and said the Chaffey High School tiger is the 
argest ceramic work she has done. ‘‘This ( tiger) was a 
technical triumph,” Mrs. Ford said, ‘and since I went to 
Chaffey High School, the tiger is a bond between me and

The tiger has been vandalized, and Mrs. Ford will 
make repairs on the animal. It had stood in front of the 
high school, but now is inside. Once the repairs are 
made, a bronze duplicate will be made and placed out- 
side where the ceramic tiger once stood in front of Gar- 
diner Spring Auditorium. 

Betty Davenport began sculpting when three years 
old. “I took crayons outside to melt in the sun. then I 
made birds ,”’ she said. At 10, she was carving wood with 
a pocket knife.

The finished product, Cal Poly’s entrant in the 
90th Annual Tournament of Roses parade in- 
cludes more than a mile of electrical wiring, 1,- 


Pomona and San Luis Obispo 
campuses. 

This year’s entry, ‘‘Cub O’ War,” 
will compete in the educational 
division of the 90th annual 
Tournament of Roses in Pasadena. 

Theme of the 1979 parade is ‘‘Our 
Wonderful World of Sports.”’ 

The Cal Poly float is one of six 
built by particular schools or 
organizations. The other 54 float 
entries are constructed by 
professional float builders hired by 
various groups participating in the 
Rose parade 





500 feet of hose, over 1,000 feet of chicken wire. 


fhe $10.000 budget for 
construction of the float comes from 
student fees, with a great portion of 
the mass of wiring, metal, 
machines, motors and decorations 
donated by various businesses. 

The completed float is valued at 
between $60,000 to $70,000. 

To the millions viewing the parade 
on television and in person, the float 
will depict an ape and a group of 
tigers using a python to play tug-of- 
war 

The real work and inner- 
mechanisms of the two-part float go 


computers and more than 250,000 flowers. More 
than 100 students work year-round on the project, 
called Cub O’ War this year.

Inside the seemingly simple 
animated creation are computers 
with television screens, 1.500 feet of 
hose, more than one mile of 
electrical wiring and 1,000 feet of 
chicken wire. 

“The designing gets very 
complicated and sophisticated,”’ 
Keith Wien. San Luis Obispo float 
chairman said. 

Wien, at the Cal Poly Pomona 
campus with several other San Luis 
Obispo students to complete the 
form of the float, said many of the 
float workers are electronics 
Majors 

After putting the frame together 
at the Pomona campus, the float 
was transferred to Pasadena 
Thursday night. There, the finishing 
work, such as placing of the flowers, 
will be completed. 

Flowering of the float begins Dec. 
27 with the roses put in place Dec. 
31 

It will take about a quarter-of-a- 
million flowers to cover the float, 
with a major portion of them grown 
at the Pomona campus. 

The finished product weighs 
between 10 to 15 tons and is manned 
underneath by a driver, an observer 
who gives directions and six persons 
operating the 14 movable parts of 
the animated float. 

A Cal Poly float has won an award 
every vear for 31 years. 

The 1979 parade is scheduled to 
begin at 8:30 a.m. Monday, Jan. 1, at 
the corner of Maylin Street and S. 
Orange Grove Boulevard. 

The parade route extends more 
than five miles down Orange Grove 
Boulevard, then east onto Colorado 
Avenue. north onto Sierra Madre 
Boulevard. It ends at Victory Park 
on the corner of Sierra Madre 
Boulevard and Paloma Street. 

All 60 floats will be on display at 
Victory Park tor 36 hours after the 
parade, free for viewing. 

Viewing hours are from 1:30 to 
p.m. Jan. | and from 10 a.m. to 
p.m. Jan. 2 

Also, from 10 to 11 a.m. Tuesday 
there will be a special viewing for 
handicapped persons. 

It is suggested that visitors to the 
parade arrive at least an hour 
before parade time.

The center is nestled on the 
fringes of Riverside, right off the 
Riverside Freeway and about 15 
minutes from Ontario.

The center. a non-profit corpora- 
tion run by an 18-member board of 
directors, is called a ‘‘living 
museum” by Mrs. Kirkby , who 
volunteers her services as executive 
director. 


Hundreds of varieties of plant life 
have been deposited there by 
members in the center's 14-year ex- 
istence 


The members are scattered 
across the country, according to 
Mrs. Kirkby. and some have never 
even laid eyes on the place. 


An old plowshare and covered w 
Jurupa Mountains Cultural Center. The center butts up against the rolling sage bush 


sprouting along the flanks of Mt. Jurupa. 


Mrs Kirkby. it seems, does enough 
looking, pruning. digging and 
perspiring for all of them. 

On a short jaunt through the gar- 
dens with a couple of visitors, she 
paused continuously to pluck leaves 
and hand them to the visitors to 
munch on, casually noting that 
other nearby plants devastated an- 
cient armies with their poisons 

There are a few paid employees of 
the center and some student helpers 
get creuit for working there, but for 
the most part the grounds are a 
monument ‘to volunteerism. Mrs 
Kirkby had difficulty coaxing one 
volunteer, Frances March. to for- 
sake her watering of pine trees un- 
der a blazing mid-day sun. “But the 
little ones are so. thirsty.’ Ms 
March protested

various fields, and are asked to 
study well the material they are 
given

caught 

‘One year we had Caravan Pud- 
ding, which is baked 21 hours.

years to be, remain in, enter or visit such room unless such minor person is

Section 4300.06. MINORS - EXCLUDED. A person under the age of eigh 
teen (18) years shall not be, remain in, enter or visit any room in any place 
used for the sale, or displaving for sale, devices, contrivances. instruments 
or paraphernalia for smoking or injecting marijuana, hashish. PCP. or any 
controlled substance, other than prescription drugs and devices to ingest or 
inject prescription drugs. including roach clips. designed and used for 
smoking the foregoing, unless such person is accompanied by one of his or 
her parents, or his or her legal guardian 

Section 4300.08. SALE AND DISPLAY ROOMS. A person shall not main 
tain in any place of business to which the public is invited the display for 
sale. or the offering to sell. of devices, contrivances, instruments or 
paraphernalia for smoking or injecting marijuana, hashish.

Each 
entrance to such a room shall be sign posted in reasonable visible and legi 
ble words to the effect that narcotic paraphernalia are being offered for 
sale in such a room, and minors unless accompanied by a parent or legal 
guardian are excluded 


Section 4300.12 SAME, NUISANCE. The distribution or possession for 
the purpose of sale. exhibition, or display in any place of business from 
which minors are not excluded as set forth in this section, and where 
devices, contrivances, instruments or paraphernalia for smoking or injec- 
ting marijuana, hashish, PCP, or any controlled substances, other than 
prescription drugs or devices to ingest or inject prescription drugs, in- 
cluding roach clips, designed and used for smoking the foregoing, is hereby 
declared to be a public nuisance, and may be abated pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 731 of the Code of Civil Procedure of the State of 
California.
